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THE DEATH OF SANDRA BLAND

The death of a Chicago-area woman found hanged inside a Texas jail cell last week 
has sparked national outcry on social media and furthered the ongoing national 
debate about police treatment of African-Americans. 



Authorities say Sandra Bland hanged her- 
self with a plastic bag three days after being 
puUed over by police for a traffic violation 
and then arrested for allegedly kicking an of- 
ficer during the stop, 
but friends and fam- 


ily have questioned 
that account. The 
28 -year-old black 
woman’s death at 
the Waller County 
jad, about 60 miles 
northwest of Hous- 
ton, comes amid increased national scrutiny 
of police after a series of high-profile cases in 
which black people were killed by officers.

WHAT HAPPENED 

Bland, from suburban Naperville, was in Texas 
interviewing for a job at nearby Prairie View 
A&M University, a historically black college 
from which she graduated in 2009. 

She was stopped for failing to signal a lane 
change July 10 in Waller County 


The Texas Department of Public Safety said 
the state trooper who pulled her over planned 
to give her a written warning but she became 
uncooperative and argumentative. Dash-cam- 
era footage from the trooper’s squad car shows 
her arguing and the officer pulling out his Taser, 
according to Cannon Lambert, the attorney 
representing Bland’s family She was arrested 
after she allegedly kicked an officer and then 
was taken to the county jail. She was still in 
jail July 13, awaiting posting of bond, when she 
was found dead. A medical examiner ruled her 
death a suicide caused by asphyxiation. 

WHAT FAMILY & FRIENDS SAY 

Family members and friends insist Bland was 
looking forward to a new job at her former 
school and that she gave no indication she 
was in such an emotional state that she would 
kill herself An attorney hired by Bland’s fam- 
ily said some relatives believe she was killed 
and the family wants more information from 
an investigation. 

However, Bland had posted a video to her 


Facebook page in March, saying she was suf- 
fering from “a little bit of depression as well 
as PTSD,” or post-traumatic stress disorder. 
Friend and mentor LaVaughn Mosley of Prai- 
rie View believes Bland was just venting after 
a bad day 

Bland, known in her family as Sandy B, 
grew up in Naperville, the fourth of five sis- 
ters. She was active in her family’s church and 
was the only one of her sisters to go to college 
out of state. 

Hundreds of worshippers, many wearing 
white ribbons with a photo of Bland, held a 
silent prayer walk Sunday at the church she 
attended in Lisle. 

WHAT AUTHORITIES SAY 

Waller County District Attorney Elton 
Mathis said no cameras were in the jail cell 
where Bland was found dead. But he said vid- 
eos from cameras monitoring the hall outside 
her cell show no one entered or left it between 
the time she last spoke with deputies through 
an intercom system and when her body was 
discovered. 

The Texas Department of Public Safety 
said the trooper who pulled Bland over vio- 
lated traffic stop procedures and the depart- 
ment’s courtesy policy The trooper is on ad- 
ministrative leave pending the outcome of an 


investigation. A spokesman with the agency 
said how the trooper violated procedures was 
still being determined. 

WHAT’S ON SOCIAL MEDIA 

Social media posts have questioned the of- 
ficial account of her death. Many posts have 
featured #SandySpeaks, which refers to the 
hashtag Bland had used in monologues she post- 
ed on Facebook. Among other things, she talk- 
ed about police brutality and what she said was 
a calling from God to speak out against racism 
and injustice. Other hashtags that have popped 
up include #sandrabland #justiceforsandy 
and #JusticeForSandraBland. 

WHAT’S NEXT 

The Texas Rangers and the FBI are investigat- 
ing. The county district attorney said a grand 
jury doesn’t meet again until August. He said he 
didn’t expect investigation results to be turned 
over to the panel until then. The district at- 
torney and investigators expected to meet 
with Bland’s relatives in the coming week. 

Bland’s family is ordering an independent 
autopsy Lambert said. ABC News reported 
Sunday he said the family expected autopsy 
results within 48 to 72 hours.

My friends bought fake 
tickets to T-Swift*s show 


He could have been 
a candidate for 
Dad of the Year. 

The 30 -something 
father of two told 
my friends he had 
brought his daugh- 
ters into the city 
to see Taylor Swift 
rock Soldier Field’s 
55,0 00 -person crowd 
on Sunday night. 

“I think they 
listened to that ‘Shake It Off’ song like 
50 times,” the father wrote in a text to my 
friends. “They’re total Swifties.” 

Unfortunately, one of his daughters 
became very ill while staying at a hotel near 
Merchandise Mart, and the family was forced 
to head back home. 

The man posted his tickets on Craigslist 
for $122 each, hoping to make back some of 
the money he dropped on such expensive 
seats. In his ad, he made sure to note that 
he was a “serious seller looking for a serious 
buyer” and that he would meet in a public 
place. 

But in the end, it was all complete and ut- 
ter bulllbleep}. 

It all began when two of my closest friends 
inquired after the tickets upon seeing the 
post Sunday afternoon, after monitoring 
StubHub and Craigslist listings for the past 
few weeks and hoping to buy tickets to 
Swift’s show once prices dipped. 

The price on this specific post— $122 per 
ticket just hours before the show— was com- 
parable to others up for sale. So they pooled 
their money and agreed to meet the seller, 
Clark, outside the hotel that afternoon with 
roughly $250 in cash. 

The man strolled out of the hotel in khaki 
shorts and a nice shirt. 

“Just a completely ordinary-looking guy” 
my friend said. 

Small talk was made. The tickets were 


inspected. A proof of purchase from Ticket- 
master was displayed. Money was exchanged. 
And, finally the tickets were handed over. 
Nothing crazy 

The tickets read “$352.00” under ‘Admis- 
sion.” 

As my friends approached the gate at Sol- 
dier Field on Sunday evening, they said, they 
had become nervous, “90 percent sure at this 
point that they wouldn’t work.” 

The tickets were handed to the attendant 
to be scanned and “ennghhh.” 

“They didn’t scan,” my friend explained. 
“They asked another attendant to come over 
and try Failed again. After inspecting them 
for a minute they simply said, ‘Yeah, these are 
fake. Where did you get them?’ ” 

Once the attendants heard they were from 
Craigslist, they immediately assumed some- 
one had scammed my friends, pointing out 
flaws in the fake tickets’ bar codes, mainly 
a large black line running the length of the 
bottom part of the code. 

So there my friends stood, two defeated 
Millennials outside Soldier Field— $250 
poorer and their dignity ripped entirely from 
them. 

“I think it hurt less because we were skep- 
tical beforehand,” one said. “Someone find- 
ing out 10 minutes before they were going 
to see Taylor Swift that their tickets weren’t 
real? That would be far more heartbreaking.” 

To soothe their pain, they made a pact 
to speed past the oncoming “teenybop- 
pers,” buy a bottle of Jeppson’s Malort and 
40 chicken nuggets from McDonald’s and 
binge-watch every video on Swift’s VE VO 
channel on YouTube. 

My male friend said he’ll never buy tickets 
to a big concert off Craigslist again. My 
female friend, however? 

“I feel even closer to Taylor because she’s 
been naive and had her heart broken and 
now I have too,” she said the day after the 
emotionally draining experience.
